LIKE ALBERTA 


The bill was drawn up by the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada, and is already in force in Nova 
Scotia and Manitoba. Similar legis- 
lation is in effect in Alberta, Quebec 
and Ontario 

It would permit employees to 
organize themselves into a union 
free from “undue influence, dom- 
ination, restraint or interference 
by employees” and would permit 
collective bargaining through 
such trade unions. 

Hon. George S, Pearson, provin- 
cial Labor minister, told the dele- 
gation he would “prefer the New 
Zealand measure which includes 
compulsory arbitration.”

OUR CITY MANAGER 

It is unfortunate that the Edmonton ailder- 
men who put over the Fortin deal do not as a 
body retire this year. Of the six who voted to 
tie the city up for thirty years to unreduced in- 
terest rates, only Aldermen Clevely and Elisha 
East have reached the end of their terms. Ald. 
Fry, absent when the vote was taken but favor- 
able to the scheme, has resigned his seat to 
tun for mayor. 


Mr. Fortin had all the luck in his battle with 
the taxpayers. But it wasn't all luck. He may 
or may not be a financial genius, but as a strate- 
gist he is a wonder. His lobbying methods were 
the most amazingly persuasive ever seen in these 
parts, where some pretty “smooth” deals have 
been engineered successfully in years gone. 


He induced aldermen who were elected last 
fall on an interest-reduction platform to vote 
for no reduction. He got them to say the tax- 
payers should have no opportunity to defend 
themselves at a plebiscite on the question of 
accepting or rejecting his scheme. And he lined 
up all the Edmonton members of the legislature, 
with two exceptions (Mullen and Van Allen), to 
clinch the matter beyond anything the tax- 
payers could say or do at the time. 

It was a Victory all along the line. And put 
over in the face of a popular demand for interest 
reduction and debt easement such as the coun- 
try never saw before. And to cap the climax 
his aldermanic majority was made up of coun- 
cillors five of whom on the Citizen's Committee 
ticket would not have to go to the electors this 
fall or drop out. 

The taxpayers are thus deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to clearly record their opinions of the 
transaction in retrospect by re-electing or de- 
feating the group who deserted them. However 
the elections go, there will be four Fortin alder- 
men in next year’s council. And should Ald, 
Fry, running for mayor, retiring alderman on 
last year’s Citizen's Committee ticket, with 
Aldermen Elisha East and Walter Cleveley be 
re-elected, next year’s council will include a 
mayor and six aldermen who approved the For- 
tin non-reduction scheme and helped put it 
through with arbitrary disregard to what the 
taxpayers might think about it. 

Taxpayers in some other cities are talking 
about appointing city managers. Edmonton 
already has one. Mr. Fortin appointed himself. 
And he can certainly “manage” things.

THE BOSS’ DAUGHTER 
Prof. Robert E. Rogers of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, who in the spring of 
1929 told his students that the secret of success 
was to marry the boss’ daughter, now admits 
that the formula is not infallible.

“A CRUEL, LYING SHAM” 


(From a Speech by Lloyd George at Carnarvon, 
October 15) 


Each time a decision is come to Signor Mus- 
solini wrecks it. What happens? The government 
retreat and take up a new position and say, “We 
are going to stand here.” There is another breach 
of the line, and so they say, “Well, this time we 
are going to do something.” They don’t. You have 
had four or five distinct breaches of the arrange- 
ments entered into in the Non-Intervention 
Committee, and each time the government re- 
treat before Signor Mussolini to take up a fresh 
position, which they agein abandon 


I remember in the course of the war there 
were about three occasions when the Germans 
came undoubtedly on top and the British army 
had to retreat. But official communiques when 
they came into this country simply said, “We 
have just withdrawn in order to take up a 
stronger position’—the actual phrase was, “We 
are concentrating to the rear.” That is exactly 
the process of this government. They have made 
no stand anywhere. They have been springing 
from one position to the other, and they are still 
concentrating to the rear. (Laughter.) 


The question I would like to ask is this: When 
are they going to make a stand? I have nothing 
but the friendliest feeling towards Mr. Eden. I 
have a sort of feeling that it is not altogether his 
fault. It is environment. (Laughter.) I have been 
a member for forty-seven years—a pretty long 
experience of politics and governments—and I 
say without hesitation that this is the weakest 
ministry I have seen in charge of affairs in this 
country. Just see the position Mr. Eden is in, 


Two of the most important men in the 
ministry apart from the prime minister have 
occupied the position of foreign secretary—Sir 
John Simon and Sir Samuel Hoare—both of 
whom were driven out with the general con- 
sensus of opinion on every side of the house be- 
cause they were complete failures. In addition 
you have several ministers moved from positions 
which they held and put in another job because 
they were failures in the job in which they were 
first put in. That is not a sufficiently strong 
ministry to face the greatest crisis that the world 
has seen since the Great War. It is not a question 
of principles, but of men needing courage, nerve, 
resolution and boldness in applying those 
principles 

Mr. Eden is a first-class chauffeur, (Laugh- 
ter.) He is intelligent, he knows his job, he is 
skillful, he knows where he likes to go, but no 
chauffeur ever can drive when he has an 
assembly of nervous wrecks behind him pulling 
at his elbow all the time, (Renewed laughter.) 
I have been watching the thing, and I say he is 
not having his own way in the matter. 

I would make an appeal, and I am going to 
offer a word of advice to Mr. Eden. He may 
say, “It is none of your business.’ I say it is. I 
am one of the senior Privy Councillors of this 
realm, and it is my duty to my Sovereign and 
my country to give such advice as my ex- 
perience of affairs permits me to give. And I 
give it 

My advice to him is that he should take the 
course which his conscience dictates, boldly, 
fearlessly, dauntlessly, whatever his colleagues 
may say. He will be amazed at the response he 
will get from every section of the community.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 
The word function refers to the normal action 


of any part or organ, hence to its normal working 
power. By a functional disease is meant one 
marked by a disturbance in the way an organ is 
doing its work. Frequently, the functional dis- 
order is not accompanied by any change in the 
organ itself; that is, no organic disease is present. 

A functional heart disorder therefore deals 


with a form of heart trouble in which there is an 
interference with the way the heart is doing its 
work; although structually, the heart may be 
perfectly sound. As far as the disturbed working 
of the heart is concerned, the disorder is real; 
organically, it is unreal. 

These functional disorders affecting the heart 
may cause a great deal of distress and discom- 
fort—in fact, the patient with a functional 
trouble may experience more discomfort than 
the one with a more serious type of heart trouble. 

The patient who does not understand the dif- 
ference between the functional type of heart dis- 
order and the organic type is often the victim 
of a pronounced fear as soon as he learns that a 
functional disturbance is present. Absorbing the 
idea that there is something wrong with his 
heart, he builds up a picture of heart failure and 
sudden death and thereafter anticipates falling 
over in the street, or some similar disaster. The 
fear also tends to make the heart symptoms 
worse. Many times this needless worry dis- 
appears readily when the physician explains that 
there is probably not the slightest danger what- 
ever of the heart stopping. 

The mental factor in these cases is usually 
very strong and many times the most help the 
physician may give is to quiet the mind and con- 
vince the patient that there ig no danger. 

I mention this fact to let you know that 
sometimes the doctor is able to give the patient 
good news about his heart and to send him home 
with a great load of worry taken from his mind. 

One of the common symptoms seen in the 
functional heart disorders is palpitation. The 
person in normal health is unaware of the action 
of the heart. It may happen that the healthy 
person may become conscious of the heart beat 
after he has become over-tired or debilitated, but 
usually he does not know that he has a heart. The 
term palpitation may be explained by saying 
that the heart beats become preceptible to the 
individual. He becomes conscious of the heart 
action, and especially conscious of the fact that 
the heart action is irregular, jerky, rapid or 
forceful. 

The one who is experiencing palpitation of 
the heart is therefore one who is conscious of a 
disturbed heart action. Palpitation is frequently 
found among nervous patients, in whom any 
strong e:cotion such as fear or anger, will in- 
fluence the heart rate. It is an especially common 
finding in the patient having a cardiac neurosis, 
popularly called “nervous heart trouble.” 

Palpitation may be present during attacks 
of indigestion or may be the result of over- 
indulgence in tea, coffee or tobacco. It is occas- 
ionally found in those having valvular heart 
trouble; or it may be a finding when the thyroid 
gland is over-active. 

However, generally speaking, palpitation is 
the result of nervous factors and as sucl: is not 
at all serious, in spite of the fact that it causes a 
wild irregularity of heart action which frightens 
the patient.

QUESTION—Harvey O. asks: “For what 
reason is one advised to cook all pork 
thoroughly?” 

ANSWER—When pork has been infested 


with trichina spiralis, the human being eating 
that meant may develop trichinosis. By cooking 
all pork thoroughly, the danger of this parasitic 
infection is entirely avoided. 

QUESTION—M. F. inquires: “What could 
cause a perpetually red nose? Although I never 
touch alcoholic beverages, my nose is a vivid red 
color.” 

ANSWER—The most common cause of a red- 
dish discoloration of the nose is auto-intoxication 
resulting from the use of foods in incorrect com- 
binations. If this is the cause in your case, you 
will benefit from learning how to use a correct 
diet. 

QUESTION—Miss W. L. wants to know: 
“How can I break the habit of nibbling between 
meals? I am getting fatter all the time.” 

ANSWER—You are correct in assuming that 
eating continually between meals is largely the 
result of habit. Try taking a drink of water every 
time you feel like eating. Sometimes the plan 
which works best is to set aside a definite time 
at which a glass of fruit juice is taken as the 
juice will make you feel that you have some- 
thing in the stomach and at the same time will 
not add weight. If you feel the temptation to 
nibble chiefly during the afternoon, then choose 
this time for your daily walk which will take 
you away from food.

Certainly not the prod- 
ucts of a primitive culture, such ac- 
complishments indeed belonged to 
the Mayas of Central America, 
whose very interesting story was 
told by Dr. W. G. Hardy in his sec- 
ond lecture of a series on “Cul- 
tural Beginnings” held at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta on Tuesday eve- 
ning. 
LOST CIVILIZATION 

Under the auspices of the E¢dmon- 
ton Museum of Arts, Dr. Hardy 
gave his initial lecture recently on 
the legend of “Lost Atlantis,” a ro-

mantic story of a lost civilization. | 


As one of the practical proofs its 
actual existence, the similarity be- 
tween the Mayas of South America 
and the Incas of Peru is offered, 
both supposed to have their origin 
in this lost civilization, and Dr 
Hardy in subsequent lectures is 
continuing the story of each. 
Existing far back into the BC 
era, developed probably out of the 


barbaric cultures in its own ereas,, 


the highly developed Maya civiliza- 
tion occupied a great triangle, the 
apex of which was Honduras in 
South America, and the base 
Mexico. 


RETURNED TO JUNGLE 

Happy and contented, with » high 
culture, the civilization lasted un- 
til 610 A.D. when for some un- 
known reason they abandoned their 
great cities to return to the jungle, 


and through 60 years a great immi- 


gration took place. 

Thus when captured by the Span- 
iards in 1542, the high point of their 
civilization had been passed and 
the Spaniards met a decadent civil- 
ization, but still the people whom 
the Spaniards conquered and ab- 
sorbed into their own civilization 
were more civilized than their con- 
querors.
